erbert Russell, He must have been put 
to some pains to avoid a sameness of de- 
scription.

This is very grave news, and, if it be true, 
very serious consequences may be ex- 
pected, Chanak is a little town on the 
Asiatic side of the Dardanelles, about four 
miles from Achi Baba.

invention. On several occasions the 
Greeks asked the British authorities for 
permission to pursue bands of Turkish 
brigands which had fled ‘into the Chanak 
zone, but the British refused the request 
and the Greeks retired without protest. 
Now Chanak is held by British forces. 
Both the French and the Italian Govern- 
ments have ordered their troops and their 
flags to be withdrawn from the neutral 
area, and, if Mustapha Kemal launches an 
attack, tho British forces will be required 
to withstand it alone. Their task would be 
lightened considerably by the support of 
the combined Atlantic and Mediterranean 
fleets, which are lying in the Dardanelles. 
Nevertheless, 'the situation is full of 
anxiety, 

The crisis demands clear heads and 
strong nerves. Much unnecessary ado 
has been made about Britain’s warlike 
policy, whereas, in fact, her one great 
aim is to avoid an armed conflict. The 
British Government has taken no offen- 
sive action of any kind. It has told 
Mustapha Kemal that his victory over 
the Greeks has nothing whatever to 
do with the clauses of the Armistice 
of 1918, and that, if British forces are 
attacked, they will defend themselves. 
Surely there is nothing aggressive in this 
attitude: It is true that the Allies still 
hold the Gallipoli Peninsula; but the 
presence of a strong Turkish force at 
Chanak would hamper the movements of 


the British fleet in the Dardanelles very 


seriously, and would have the effect of 
placing the British Empire in a position 
of distinct inferiority at the Peace Confer- 
ence which, sooner or later, must be held. 
The consequent loss of prestige in Islam 
would be disastrous. Britain cannot 
afford to run away from Mustapha Kemal, 
and there is not the slightest doubt that 
her withdrawal from Chanak would he 
interpreted as a sign of weakness, not only 
by the Turks themselves, but also by their 
co-religionists -throughout the Moslem 
world. Already the Wahabis, scenting a 
British “ defeat, are preparing to twist 
the lion’s tail, France and Italy have 
nothing to lose through their evacuation of 
the neutral sone. Britain stands to lose 
everything. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Lloyd George 
received a deputation from the Trade 
Union Cong: No doubt, it told him 
of the people's resolution that Britain 
shall not become involved in an 
unnecessary war. Mr. Lloyd George 
replied, and, according to  well-in- 
formed circles, made a very important 
statement of policy. Apparently, he was 
quite willing that the full report of the 
proceedings should be given immediately to 
the public; but the Labour delegates seem 
to have had other views, with the resuit 
that an agreed statement was issue! 
announcing baldly that the deputation had 
been received and that Mr. Lloyd George 
had made a speech. There can be no good 
reason for secrecy in this matter. The 
public is entitled to be taken fully into the 
confidence of the Government, and the 
advocates of open diplomacy ought to be 
the last people in the world to suppress 
an important interview with its head. The 
British people are as anxious for the main. 
tenance of the world's peace as ever they 
were. They do not care two straws about 
the Greeks; but they want to know 
exactly where they stand. They will 
tolerate neither the abrogation of any 
essential British interest. nor the pre- 
cipitation of a frivolous. war. H. Mr. 
Lloyd George told the Labour delegates 
anything that the public does not know 
already, no time ought to be lost in publish- 
ing the whole interview. It is a matter of 
life and death for the Empire, and a 
false step at this crisis might mean ruin. 
The lack of frankness hurled Europe into 
chaos eight years ago. History must not 
be allowed to repéat itself to-day.

Sun- Hunters. 


Reports from Australia say that in the 
favoured spots where yesterday's eclipse 
of the sun was total it was observed under 
perfect conditions. The eclipse was total 
also in Somaliland and in Christmas 
Island—a small island south of Java. In 
all these remote. places men of science 
from. Europe and the United States had 
made elaborate preparations to study the 
eclipse during its four or five breath- 
less minutes of totality. The Greenwich 
astronomers have been encamped on 
Christmas Island for many weeks, and 
we must hope that they have shared the 
good luck of their colleagues in Australia. 
Science learns something new from every 
total eclipse of the sun ; but on this occa- 
sion all the. expeditions had a special 
purpose, They hoped to verify one of the 
most important phenomena with which 
Professor Einstein supports his theory of 
relativity. Observations during the total 
eclipse of 1919 were fairly conclusive on 
the point that light is bent in its passage 
through the sun's gravitational field. 
Science is not satisfied, however, with 
“fairly. conclusive’’ -results—especially 
when a theory is involved which, if its 
truth is proved, must alter mankind's 
whole conception of the universe. It is 
expected that the results of yesterday's. 
observations will make the verification 
final and complete. The average man 
never will understand these high concerns, 
and his daily routine will not be troubled 
by thoughts of the astronomers’ failure 
to catch the sunlight bending. His sport- 
ing instinct, however, must admire the 
immense and ruthless pains with which 
they pursue the secrets of Nature. One 
of the great telescopes which were used 
yesterday was borrowed from Pittsburg, 
U.S.A., and was carried by camels from 
railhead to “the back of beyond” in 
Central Australia.

In Ireland the coastguard—once the 
familiar friend of seaside holidays—has 
abandoned his punctual promenade and 
has ceased to turn his placid telescope 
upon our national tumults.

It is recom- 
mended that the functions of the Coast- 
guard shall be divided between three 
departments of State. The Admiralty will 
retain a small force for strictly naval 
duties. The Board of Trade will establish 
a “Coast Watching Force” which will be 
responsible for life-saving, salvage of 
property and the administration of fore- 
shores. A Coast Preventive Force, under 
the Board of Customs and Excise, will act 
as protectors of revenue. These are the 
peace-timé arrangements ; but on the out- 
break of war a Coastguard composed of 
the first two of these three forces will 
come under the orders of the Admiralty. 
As a result of the new organisation some 
950 out of the existing force of 2,700 men 
will be disbanded. Tradition and sentiment 
will regret the change, but it has the im- 
portant merit of economy. The Committee 
estimates that out of a normal expenditure 
of £600,000 an annual net saving of some 
£273,000 can be made.

ENGLISH FARMERS AND 
MARKETS. 


The National Union of Farmers in Great 
Britain, which is taking steps to regulate the 
supply of potatoes to the distributing markets 
and to enable the farmers to withhold supplies 
to the quantities actually needed, proposes to 
ask the Government for a short-term loan on 
the lines of the Trades Facilities Act. 

Mr. J. A. Donaldson, the Chairman of the 
Union, explaining the need for this action, said 
that it was universally recognised among far- 
mers that the main crop of potatoes would not 
be as plentiful as was expected. Blight and 
disease had appeared in the main crop, as dis- 
tinguished from the early crop, to such an ex- 
tent, owing to the wet weather, which favoured 
its spread, that there would not be more than 
would supply the needs of the country until the 
early crops next year. The public, Mr. Donald. 
son added, need not fear that potatoes will go 
up to a high price. The competition is too keen

Sir Ralpif Algernon Coote, Premier Baronet 
of ireland, is forty-eight today.

AN ADMIRAL’S VIEW, 


A vigorous statement on what he re- 
ards as the correct policy to be pursued 
in the Near East was made in a special 
interview to-day by Admiral Mark Kerr, 
who was Commander-in-Chief of the 
Adriatic Squadron from 1916 to 1917, when 
he was wounded and gassed. “Tha 
freedom of the Straits is necessary for 
Europe, he said. They are the 
ice-free outlet for Northern Europe to 
send her supplies through to Western 
Europe. Russia will not always be Bo! 
shevist, and in a few years Europe will 
be drawing her supplies through thie 
Straits as of old. All the past wars 
the Balkans have come from someone 
having the stranglehold on this. main 
source of supply. This must never 
happen again. 

“The Straits must be international. To 
my mind that does not mean merely havinz 
an agreement with Turks that they wii! 
keep them open. They never will. No 
single nation—not even Great Britain— 
should be in a position to control them. 
To allow the Turk back into Europe as a 
Power means that in time the Allied 
forces will be cleared out. Constantinople 
ought to be international. 

The English ladies at Constantinople, 
more especially the wives of those in 
official positions and of the Army officers, 
are to leave Constantinople in a Govern- 
ment transport almost at once: This is 
merely a precautionary medsure, but, 
probably, a wise one. General Harington, 
1s understood to have the position well in 
hand, and he is of clear-headed and 
resolute disposition.

A few post offices in the cou , which were 
hitherto inactive, were. conc! the Post- 
master-General, coming in for special consi 
tion. The public in these places might rest 
assured that their requirements would be 
attended to at the earliest possible moment. 

Amongst the general public there has been 
some speculation as to the financial position of 
the Joint Unions’ Executive. It is understood 
that the approximate sum of money available 
is £2,000. As most of the members agreed to 
fall back on their own resources for the first 
few weeks of the dispute, there has been no 
distribution of strike pay so far, except in 
necessitous cases, 


THE UNIONS’ STATEMENT. 


Yesterday's bulletin, issued by the unions, 
claims that offers of funds are pouring in 
from trade bodies and many private individuals, 
who recognise that the postal workers are the 
first. to be attacked in a general campaign 
against Irish wages and standard of living.”

4,00 words of were for- 
warded. Over 1,150 messages were delivered 
by messenger in and about Dublin, and over 
1,000 were forwarded by post to places with 
which telegraphic communication is interrupted.

MACHINE GUNNER WOUNDED. 


While a small party of national troops were 
cycling, on the main road between Dungooley 
and Forkhill yesterday afternoon, they were 
ambushed by a party of irregulars who had 
taken up positions on the mountain side within 
a few hundred yards of the Ulster border. There 
was a brisk exchange of shots, and after firing 
the cycling corps withdrew and into ex- 
tend r.

The French Government, it is manifest, are 
sincerely anxious to avoid anything approach-’ 
ing to an open'dívergenee between French and 
English policy..

The protracted battle over the Fordney Tariff 
Bill has ended in the triumph of the party of 
high protection, and to-day the American people 
enter upon thbir great economic experiment, 
remarks The Times editorially.

standard of comfort in the Unit States 
— the eompetition in the American market 
of the products of cheap labour abroad, 

Probably it will not be long before the effect 
of this one-sided system of trading will be 
brought home to the people. The farmer will 
discover that the prices for his exportable 
surplus bear a definite relation: to the domestic 
value of his products; for it is clear that the 
restrietion of imports must depress the mae 
obtainable for American products abroad 
through the scarcity of credits available in the 
United States to pay for them, 


THE STOCK EXCHANGE,

The motion for the second reading of the Free State Constitution Bill 
was carried in the Provisional Parliament yesterday by 47 votes against 16. 
Speaking against the motion, Mr. Gavan Duffy charged the Govern. 
ment with lack of moral courage. He urged that this was not the time to 


cast the Constitution in rigid form, 


and suggested that the final step 


should not be taken until the Imperial Conference had readjusted the con- 
stitutional ties between England and the Dominions.

Ministers, he said, to tell him what Ireland required. He had sufticient

NO RESPONSIBILITY.

MR, GAVAN DUFFY’S ATTITUDE, 


Mr. Gavan “ag,” said that he stood over his 
signature to the Treaty. He had never been 
a member of the Provisional Government and 
was not responsible for the bill. In January 
last he declined to go into the Provisional 
Government. y | 

He had discussed the draft Constitution with 
members of the Dail Cabinet when it came 
bac from London in the curious form in waich 
they found it that day. He told their: late 
President that he considered it a violation of 
their rights under the Treaty, and he un- 
reservediy tendered his resignation and de- 
clined to take any responsibility for the Con- 
stitution. The President recognised his right 
to object, but asked him to stay in the Cabinet 
for the 32 days or so until Parlia- 
ment met, when would be free to resign. 

He thought that the speech which they had 
listened to from the Minister for Home Affairs 
was better in tone than other pronouncements 
that they had listened to on the subject. They 
had been told by the Education Minister that 
everything in the draft Constitution now before 
the Dail was either explicit or implicit in the 
Treaty. With that he disagreed, holding that 
they were dealing with a contract and not 
with a command. 

He was not going to take up the time of the 
House with a Setatled criticism of the measure, 
because he thought the proper place for criti- 
cism would be on the third reading. All he 
wanted to do was to indicate the fundamental 
line of thought running through some of the 
more important criticism of the draft. As to 
the preliminary clause, which formed a second 
preamble to the bill, he challenged the Minister 
for Home Affairs or any other member of the 
Government to point to oné single line of the 
Treaty which compelled them to put anything 
of the kind into the Constitution or into the 
Act confirming the Constitution. 

He urged that the Ministry had no business 
or right to pre-judge any matter that should 
be left to the decision of the House, and that 
misapprehension had arisen from a mistaken in- 
terpretation of phrases. He submitted that 
the House had a perfect right to interpret the 
words “the law, practice, and constitutional 
usage in Canada” in their natural meaning. 


MORAL COURAGE. 


He thought that it was necessary to uiter a 
word of warning to the Government against a 
tendency which had been too apparent since 
they started sitting there, a tendency io make 
absence of moral courage the key-note of their 
policy. (Hear, hear.) It was shown in many 
matters, such as the treatment of prisoners and 
the failure to settle the postal strike, but it 
was shown much more clearly in the draft of 
the Constitution. 

They had withheld from the House the draft 
Constitution which was prepared by their own 
experts. It was apparently good enough to be 
shown in London, but was not good enough for 
that House. The Gavernment should take the 
House into its confidence, and realise that the 


.House knew full well the difficulties of the 


situation and were anxious to help the Govern- 
ment. The House should know why they made 
the surrender to England which was written 
over the present draft. That draft 
should never have gone to England at all 
until it got the approval of that “House. 
(Hear, hear.) Mr. Churchill was reported to 
have said that it was shown to the British 
Government out of courtesy and out of a 
promise given by their late Président. 

Under the ill-starred agreement that was 
come to in February Mr. de Valera insisted 
that before a general election took place the 
draft Constitution should be presented to the 
Irish people in its final form. The Govern- 
ment appointed an expert Committee to draft 
the Constitution, and was it now going to be 
suggested that these gentlemen occupied their 
time in preparing i eg was never 
meant seriously at all? e only matter of 
honour with which they were concerned was 
the carrying out of their contract, but it was 
not a matter of honour to yield at the pistol 
point. 

It was true thet Mr. de Valera and his 
frends had forgotten the day when they pro- 
mised that. there was a constitutional way of 
settling their differences, and that when they 
were up against England they would be found 
behind them as an auxiliary army. (Hear, 
hear.) Their attitude had undoubtedly made 
the Government’s position more difficult, but 
that fact did not alter the truth that that 
House was dealing with a contract. . 

He was sorry to hear the Minister for Local 
Government say that he knew that the draft 
shown in London would not be accepted, and 
that it was a “blind.” It was sbabby treat- 
ment to tell a man of the eminence of the 
official Law Adviser that he was sent to London 
only on a fool's errand. Even if there were 
no official steamroller it would be impossible 
for that House in the present condition of Ire- 
land to give the serious consideration to the 
Constitution which it required. If it went 
through now it would not be the Constitution 
an Irish Parliament would have accepted had 
circumstances been different to what they were. 

Towering over all considerations one-could not 
but be alive to the fact that the country was 
driving fast to economic disaster and chaos. 
He paid one tribute to the Government, that 
as a body they worked hard, but no body of 
men, however hard it worked, could cope with 
those other matters that were pressing from 
outside at a moment when they wore dealing 
with the question of the Constitution. He 
asked himself was there no way out of the 
difficulty. He assured the House that if ever 
he brought himself to vote for the Constitution 
as it existed he would be doing something 
that went very strongly against the grain, 
not so much because the document contained 
things which it should not contain, but because 
that Parliament was going to fix. indefinitely 
upon the country a Constitution which should 
not be fixed on it, because it was the worst 
possible moment to mould and fix formally and 
definitely a Constitution which he believed to 
be wrong, and which would be better if matro- 
duced at any other time. 


A WAY OUT. 


The British Domimons had, he believed, pio 
vided them with a way out of the impasse. in 
1917 they passed a very important resoluiion, 
which enabled. that House, while settling there 
and now the fundamental of the Constitution, 


"4 to postpone casting into an iron mould their re- 


lations with the British Empire and the Govern- 
ment. The resolution was to the effect that 
the Imperial War Conference was of tho 


opinion that the readjustment of the constitu-

THE VETO. 


Under no circumstances should there be any 
British veto over Dominion legislation. In 
Article 40 of is Constitution a veto was pro- 
vided. He objected to that. All the freedom 
that the Dominions claimed, and would have, 
was the outcome of .the position that was won 
by the British Dominions when they required 
separate representation at Versailles, when 
they signed and ratified the Treaty, and subse- 
quently became separate members of the 
League of Nations. 

There was a strong feeling in the Dominions 
that it was exceedingly likely that England 
would let them have their way. England had 
realised that if she wanted to keep her 
Dominions attached to her at all. they must 
et what they want. At the forthcoming con- 
erence all these matters would be settled. 
Therefore, he suggested to the Government that 
they should postpone stereotyping their Consti- 
tution until these important matters had re- 
ceived from the conference of Dominion Minis- 
ters, who were more competent to deal with 
them, the consideration whith they deserved. 

There could be no worse moment than the 
present for moulding in cast iron an Irish 
Constitution. The Government need have ro 
fear of offending the gentlemen in Downing 
street; they were not invited to do anything 
that was not consistent with the Treaty. A 
Constitution once passed was very difficult to 


change. 
THE PRESIDENT. 
AN EFFECTIVE REPLY. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that he did not know 
exactly whether Mr. Duffy was concerned more 
for the prisoners than for the Government; 
but he (Mr. Cosgrave) had no doubt im bis 
mind what the House was there for. It was 
to consider the Constitution. He did not know 
what Mr. Duffy meant by moral courage. 

Mr. Duffy had signed the Treaty m London 
on December 6th, and if his (Mr. Cosgrave's) 
recolléction was correct he signed it under the 
threat of terrible and immediate war. If 
that was so, the signing demanded moral 
courage. (Hear, hear.) The present situation 
was one in which this olive branch meant that 
the Government had not sufficient moral 
comage to say what they meant. They would 
take this Constitution and start from it. 

Was this Constitutional Conference to tell 
Irishmen what they wanted ? He wanted no 
Conference of Dominion Ministers to tell him 
what Ireland required, and what the duty of 
Ministers was to the House. They would take 
the responsibility of facing the work, although 
they might be providing for deputies who had 
spoken against the Constitution a nice, easy 
way of saying that they took no responsibility, 
of saying—“ We are absolutely innocent of it.” 

Mr. Duffy was afraid that the Constitution did 
not interpret the Treaty. He read it always 
with the Morning Post and England in his 
mind. The Government had entered into this 
contract with England in good faith, and he 
sufficient ‘moral courage to say that he 
trusted the English to fulfil the contract; but 
if he found that the English were deceiving 
them he had sufficient moral courage, as others 
in the House had, to tell them so. 

But until they showed that they intended to 
deceive he would not take up the seemingly 
popular position in this country—that they 
should attribute to other persons al! the faults 
for which they themselves were in some degree 
responsible. 


THE PRISONERS, 


The Government had the moral courage to 
arrest 5,000 or 6,000 prisoners, and, if necessary, 
they would arrest 5,000 or 6,000 more--(hear, 
hear)—and the three women who came inte the 
House on Wednesday and interrupted the pro- 
eeedings would have no effect upon those 
who faced the responsibility. It was complained 
that the prisoners were suffering. They would 
have to suffer until they realised that im the 
courses they were taking they had not the in- 
terests of the country at heart. 

The Government were told by Mr. Duffy that 
the Dominion Conference would do for them 
what they could not do for themselves. That 
Conference had not had time to tackle their 
own business, and, forsooth, they would post- 
pone their own affairs in order to settle a Con- 
stitution for Ireland! He was satisfied that 
the Government could do its business without 
the assistance of the Dominions, and if they 
were not ready to take the responsibility them- 
selves, then he believed that the case of Irish 
nationality and the Irish nation was lost. 

There were people in this country who were 
great thinkers, and they asked the House to go 
on thinking upon the infirmities of the Con- 
stitution and doing nothing ag to its possibilities. 
That was a dangerous habit of mind. 

He was perfectly satisfied, in view of the 
criticisms against the Constitution, that it must 
be a perfectly safe instrument. Every article in 
the Constitution might be put to a careful 
examination. He wondered that Mr. Duffy had 
signed the Treaty at all. That was his oppor- 
tunity if he objected to it. He (Mr. Cosgrave) 
wanted to deal with things that had not been, 
and might have ‘been, touched upon. 


THE OATH. 


The question of the oath should have been 
considered on December 6th and not now. That 
was the time to exclude that particular deciara- 
tion if there was any objection to it. Another 
thing that they were told was that the 
Dominions were splendid institutions, that they 
had more moral courage, more ability, and 
liberty than Ireland had. He had no hesitation, 
and would have no misgiving, on the part of 
the Irish nation in taking even less liberty than 
that which was given under the Constitution, 
and in having the fullest confidence in the 
people of Ireland being able to improve their 
position. . 

He was perfecily satisfied that the people 
who were gomg to make any real use of the 
Treaty and the Constitution were hot the people 
who said: “ Postpone consideration of this, so 
that we can relieve ourselves from the respon- 
sibility of accepting it.” 

One of the. suggestions made on the previous 
day was that the Government should put down 
in writing their claim to the material possessions 
of the country. He wondered if the gentleman 
who made that suggestion really belteved that 
the putting down of such an amendment would 
be of any use to the Constitution or to the

Professor Thrift (Trinity College) said that

to do their best for the country and might be 
called on by the whole country to do their best. 

At the present stage he thought that the 
point before the House was an extremely simple 
one—it was merely whether they should pro- 
ceed at once to frame a Constitution, and to 
consider that Constitution line by line, 
whether they would postpone the matter to a 
later day.

POST OFFICE REFORM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,~—The postal trouble is a sharp object- 
lesson to us all in different ways. To many of 
us who have long felt that the great public 
services should not, and need not, be just 
Government departments a notable opportunity 
seems to have arisen. The claim of a govern- 
ment to rule is in the nature of things a re- 
nunciation of the right to mix in minor civil 
matters. Government functioning and messing 
down to the smallest details of civil administra- 
tion is the meddlesomeness of a stepmother. 
We had an 2 of the injurious change of a 
sound commercial undertaking into an inefficient 
department when the British Government 
acquired the telephone. The same happened in 
the case of the State acquirement of the French 
railways and in scores of other notorious cases. 

The young and vigorous Irish Government has 
now an opportunity of divesting itself of a 
cumbering and uneconomic mass of detail and 
routine. At the same time it ceases now and 
for the future to be concerned in a matter that 
provokes, or may provoke, disorder. Any pro- 
vocative and tisan attitude, however inno- 
cently assumed, is unbecoming to a supreme 
and sovereign government. 

The Irish Government can only divest itself 
of the Post Office by handing over its adminis- 
tration to a commercial company constituted for 
that purpose. The Government would require, 
it is understood, that— 

(1) The Irish taxpayers should not be losers— 
rather gainers. 

(2) The efficieney of the public service should 
be maintained, 

(3) The Government should appoint super- 
visors, with freedom and facilities in every 

rtment. 

4) Certain obligations of the present Post 
Office authorities should be taken over by the 
new, company. 

On the other hand, it seems likely that the 
company would prefer to take over the postal, 
telegraph and telephone services only, leavi 
matters such as pensions of every kind (whi 
have no relation to public m es) to the 
Government. Quite probably also it would be 
judged best that the post offices (when Govern- 
ment property) and other buildings, tel h 
and telephone lines, and such things, — be 
rented from the Government. 

There are other obvions points that will be 
matter for discussion and arrangement. One 
thing may be said—that the rules and regula- 
tions in force were made primarily for Great 
Britain, and should be modified by the Irish 
Government to suit the different conditions that 
prevail here. This change would also be an 
economic one. It has been said above that 
certain obligations and contracts of the existing 
administration would devolve on any new one. 
The change would not be an altogether onerous 
one, since many of the department’s employés 
have ended their contracts. Indeed, it is in this 
way that the chance of changing a public 
incubus into a substantial commercia] under- 
taking has arisen. 

The matter appears to be a sound business 
proposition, and I am ready to subscribe sub- 
stantially to the company.—Yours, etc.,

The most important of these 
are sugar tectoties, kept going by large quan- 
tities of sugar-beet, and also smaller factories 
where potatoes are converted into alcohol for 
commercial 8 the residues in each case 
forming valua f for cattle In most 
countries on the Continent the, beet-sugar in- 
dustry is indirectly subsidised by the Govern- 
ment, but there is little grumbling at the in- 
creased cost of sugar to the consumer; for it is 
well understood that it pays the nation to bribe 
the farmer to cultivate seeing that, in 
order to do so successfully, is obliged to 
cultivate at least three other crops. :

TRYING TRADE CONDITIONS 


The Chairman oí the Calico Prisitera’ 
Association (Mr. Lennox B. Lee) at thei- meet- 
ing, im Manchester, said:—The accounts now 
presented covered a period of two years and 
show a met profit of just over £503,000. This 
figure was reached after the adjustment of 
excess profits duty, and after providing for 
corporation profits tax, for interest on Deben- 
tures, and for depreciation repairs and 
upkeep. 

Trading conditions had been far from satis- 
factory, and although the latter months had 
shown a slight improvement in certain direc- 
tions, the general outlook could not yet be said 
to be hopeful. There was still a far-reaching 
want of confidence. High taxation still pressed 
heavily upon the greater part of the nation, 
diminishing purchasing power and limiting the 
amount of capital available for financing busi- 
ness that in present circumstance’ must be of 
a more or Jess speculative character. On the 
other hand, prices had fallen, and it was hope d 
that when the full benefit of this fall reached 
the consumer the volume of trade would be 
mereased. Indeed, in order io assist in the 
recovery of trade, the company made appre- 
ciable reductions im the prices for rinting, 
some of which have only become effective since 
the end of the financial year. 

Home and Colonial markets had, with one 
exception, been the most satisfactory, desprte 
the fact that large stecks at high prices had 
to be absorbed. In South America there had 
been some improvement during the past few 
months, but the market was still far from satis- 
factory. In the Near East the politica] position 
and the frequent and wide fluctuations in the 
rate of exchanee rendered trading very difficult. 

India, which in normal times was the com- 
pany's largest customer, had been practically 
out of the market. There was stil] large stocks 
of high-priced goods in India waiting to be 
sold, and old accounts still waiting to be settled. 

At the succeetiing extraordinary meeting it 
would be proposed to alter the Articles of 
Association, empowering the directors, without 
the sanction of a general meeting, to borrow 
to an amount not exceeding the nomina! share 
capital.

DUBLIN CATTLE MARKET. 


DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, North 
Circular road, Thursday.—Only a small per- 
centage of really choice cattle, sheep, and Jambs 
featured on an exceptionally heavy gathering 
for the season of live stock generally. For that 
specially nice percentage of — last week's 
prices were readily repeated, but the increased 
and very weighty dimensions of supplies had a 
weakening effect on values for bulk of market, 
which mostly embraced ordinary or common- 
place descriptions.. It was found ultimately, 
too, that the entrants in either division were 
far in excess of the business practicable. There 
was somewhat of a sharp slump in the value of 
heifers. of all classes, as leading shippers, es- 
pecially Scotchmen, in this line were con- 
spicuous by their absence.

Really nice quality finished bullocks, being 
ecarce, realised a firm repetition of last day 8 
money, mostly from shippers. Butchers were 
wary, and possibly suited all their require-

although touched, rather rare. However, it 
would be well to mention that a few extra 
fancy drafts of cattle made special terms. One 
lot of Herefords, with a couple of Blacks, rea- 
lised the ,comparatively high figure of 60s. on 
foot, but “this was virtually of showyard «type.
